Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Commf&nity, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “ per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had I not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

Jd.— ‘The public ought moreaver to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letrers 
exceeding two talas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail ) for tranamission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express.” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express, Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 folus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. | have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without yeferenee 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
{ receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, 1 have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Expres, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becimes ge- 
narally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent_on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—"By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Qverland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
eeheeded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 


the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
Gially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tulas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘Ihey will invariably be 
detained (48 was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Icxpreas. 


4th,—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
Jand Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th._—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 fo/ax, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6, 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that mit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities,

Of Passage. 


All applications for Passage on the Governinent 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and all apph- 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returning from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 

The distance between Calcutta and Gowahuttee 
is assumed to be 600 miles, and the distance from 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for frerghr to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distinc- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 


To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will he Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Titty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dig- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated.

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of ‘Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was caleulated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged It. 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommn- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be agsigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and Four, Sundays, Christmas Days, and Good 
Fridays excepted. 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless 
they be addressed toa resident at tho place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats.

A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be liable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be responsible for any 
damage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of those belong- 
ing to the vessel. 

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ac- 
companied by a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they aré to 
be landed, the Government is not responsible for 
such Steam Agent, or for the safely of the goods after 
the delivery of the same to the Consignee or to his 
order, whether such Cansignee be the Steam Agent or 
any other person.

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
laud Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


Qd.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a vumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done 80, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch b 
the Overland Express those Letters only whic 
are so marked. 


3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmissiogby the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 


4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have ae many ae six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded,. it is useless to have them 
so marked.

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢ofas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, aud shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

GOVERNMENT having decided on opening a 
Steam Communication with Gowahuttee in Assam 
via Dacca and Serajgunge, notice is hereby given, 
that the first boats for this line, a Steamer and a 
Flat, will be despatched on the 13th Proximo; and 
the communication be continued Monthly for 
THREE YEARS. 

The following Regulations and Rates of Charge 
for accommodation of Passengers, and conveyance 
of Goods on the Government Boats employed in 
the above Navigation, are published for general 
information: 

Of Passage. 

All applications for Passage on the Government 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and all appli- 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returniog from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 

The distance between Calcutta and Gowahuttee 
igs assumed to be 600 miles, and the distance from 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the firat there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 

To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Guwahuttee Que Hundred 
and Kifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of tht estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 

One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen 
Rupees Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance. 

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the same as above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
cessaty for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases 
aud all other packages, as cases of Millinery, Sad- 
dlery, Glass and Karthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, will va stowed in another part of 
the vessel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 25 
cubic feet, be charged for at half the established 
rate of Freight; all in excess of half a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Freight. 
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Deck Passengers are allowed one Roll of Bed- 
ding 2 feet wide, and a box of six cubic feet solid 
contents, 

A Table is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com- 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and all 
Refreshments required between the regular meals 
of Breakfast at } past 8, Biscuit, &c. at noon, 
Dinner at 8 vp. m, and Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants, 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Hiodoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and Tour, Sundays, Christmas Days, aod Good 
Fridays excepted. 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless 
they be addreseed toa resident at the place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats. 
The difection must be marked on something not 
liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which 
it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be liable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be responsible for any 
dumage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of those belong- 
ing to the vessel. 

’ All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ac- 
companied by a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed the Government ts not responsible for 
such Steam Agent, or for the sufety of the goods after 
the delivery of the same to the Consignee or to his 
order, whether such Consignee be the Steam Agent or 
any other person. Goods intended for the final 
station, if not applied for within 24 hours after the 
Boat’s arrival there, will be delivered to the Steam 
Agent at the risk of the shipper.

Mrs. Jane Latham Currie, Widow, and four Children of the late Alfred Peter Currie, who died at 
Mirzapore, on the 3rd February 1847,--admitted. 


Miss Stone, Daughter of Henry Stone, deceased 7th September 1845. 


Mr. Stone was a Subscriber to the Fund for 12 years, from 1804 to 1817, in February of which 
year he resigned the Service. He made up Sicea Rupees 5,000 in order to continue his interest in the 
Fund; which sum with interest amounted to more than the prescribed sum of Rupees 25.000 by the Ist 
January 1838. Fle has left surviving him five Children, four of whom, however, are provided for. 


It appeats that Mr. Stone once possessed real and other Estates, which he bequeathed by Will, dated 
in 1821, to his family,—he was twice married and had issue by both marriages,—he became a London 
Banker,—and dying left only personal property, which realized a net sum of £2,403-18-9,

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited werght of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad~ 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.— The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding (wo tolas in weiyht, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched.

‘ Nutificution-—In continuation of No 162, 
dated the 24th July, the following replies from the 
Rajahs of Oorcha and Sumpter, intimating the 
abolition of Suttee in their Territories, are pub- 
lished for general information : 





Khureeta fram the Orcha Raja, dated \2th July 
1847, wn reply to my letter of the Qist May 1847, 
statis that et us the earnest torsh of the Supreme 
Government to protect the people of India from suf- 
Jering, and with this view ut has put a stop to many 
ev practices which had for ages prevailed over the 
country, and when powerful rulers are uctuated by 
such benevolent designs, those under their sway are 
commonly found ancious to co-operate in promuting 
them. 


The practice of Suttee by which 4nnocent per- 
sons are burnt alive, is no doubt to all appearances 
yery atrocious and cruel, and its prohibition pro- 
per; and in consequence, and from a desire to 
meet the wishes of the British Government im 
this as in all other things, I have issued strict 
orders to Landholders of all descriptions and all 
public servants, to prevent this practice, and taken 
engagements from all binding themselves not in 
future to allow a Suttee to take place. No sub- 
ject of this State will in future be suffered to 
become a Suttee, much less wit the subject of 
any ‘other Stute be allowed ‘to become so withia 
Mine. 


Should a Suttee take place thase whose duty it 
was to have prevented it will be severely punished. 


But a usage that bas prevailed for so many 
ages canuot be utterly put a stop to at once, and 
cages ay take place in spite of all precaution, 
but all possible preceutions will be taken. 

Yeo say that Sutiee had never been prohibited 
0 asy territory by my positive order—thig is true, 
but when any female manifested a wish to become 
a Suttee every effurt was made to dissuade ber 
from it, and she was promised protection eu 
port by her senily and by Governmeht; but the 
weakness of female soamegber ag 2 is welt known, 
and all such arguments often failed, and wheo 
force was used to prevent their burwing, they dome- 
tires Louk apdienth; threw themedl¥es Hite wells, or 


kitted’: thenmelvos with the first weapous they ,

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could get hold of; invoking the punishment of 
such suicide upon the heads of those who had pre- 
ven'ed their burning themselves as they wished. 
Hindoos have a great dread of such innovations 
from people dying under sufferings which they 
attribute to them, and this often deters them from 
using force in the prevention of Sutteea, when 
they would wish to do so. 


According to the Shasters it is no doubt very 
meritorious for a widow to die of grief for the 
death of ber husband, but not one to lay violent 
hands on herself, or throw herself into the fire 
and get burnt alive.

land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dmithd wright of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d —f}y the last Express 1 dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (18 was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over 
land Papers marked * per Expreas,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked, 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 fo/ax, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two

GOVERNMENT having decided on opening a 
Steam Communication with Gowahuttee in Assam 
via Dacca and Serajgunge, notice is hereby given, 
that the first boats for this line, a Steamer and a 
Flat, will be despatched on the 13th Proximo; and 
the communication be contmued Monthly for 
THREE YEARS. 

The following Regulations and Rates of Charge 
for accommodation of Passengers, and conveyance 
of Goods on the Government Boats employed in 
the above Navigation, are published for general 
information : 


Of Passage. 


All applications for Passage on the Government 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and all appli- 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returning from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 


The distance between Calcutta and Gowahuttee 
is assumed to be 600 miles, aud the distance fiom 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

Au Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowabuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can anupply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 

To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according te which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 

One Servant is allowed to each Cabin oceupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen 
Rupees ‘Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a wile for any 
shorter distance. 

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the same as above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
cessary for the voyage; and this may inelude a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases 
and all other packages, as cases of Millinery, Sad- 
dlery, Glass and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, will be stowed in another partof 
the vessel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 25 
cubic feet, be charged for at half the established 
rate of Freight; all in excess of half a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Freight, : 
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Deck Passengers are allowed one Roll of Bed- 
ding 2 feet wide, and a box of six cubic feet solid 
contents, 

A: ‘Table is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com- 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and all 
Refreshments required between the regular nieals 
of Breakfast at 4 past 8, Biscuit, &e. at noon, 
Dinner at 3 p.m, and Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork diawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants, 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Iiudoos 
must provide their own food, 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of ‘Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the ‘Yable Moncy become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and Four, Sundays, Christmas Days, and Good 
Fridays excepted. 

Goods will aot be received for shipment unless 
they be addiessed toa resident at the place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats. 
The direction must be marked on something not 
liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which 
it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be liable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be responsible for any 
damage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of those belong- 
ing to the vessel. 

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ac- 
companied by a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on buard the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed, the Government is not responsible fur 
such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the goods after 
the delivery of the same ta the Consignee or tv his 
order, whether auch Consignee be the Steam Agent or 
any other person. Goods intended for the final 
station, if not applied for within 24 hours after the

3. ‘There shall be two classes of merit: the firat 
shall comprehend all who are in the last year of a 
senior scholarship, or who, though not actually in 
the last year, would be so, if there had been a 
vacant scholarship at the time when they first be- 
came eligible for'one; or have been engaged for 
tem years in the study of English at a private insti-

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tution, and who obtain at least three-fourths of the 
number of matks allowed in each subject. The 
second class shall jnclude all other candidates, who 
obtain at least half of the number of marks allow- 
ed for complete answers in every subject contained 
in the Senior English Scholarship standard. 

4, The place of each successful competitor in 
his class shall be determined by the relative merit 
of his examination. 

5. Every candidate for insertion in the Coun- 
ceil’s list shall pay a registration tee of Co.’s Rs. 5, 
prior to being allowed to compete at the examina- 
ton. 

6. Astudent who shall fail to prove himself 
qualified for insertion in the Council’s list, shall 
not be permitted to present himself for examina- 
tion more than three times, pre-payimg on each 
occasion the usual registration fee. ,, 

7. Acandidate whose name shall once have 
appeared in the return, shall not be allowed to 
compete again with a view to obtain a higher grade, 

8. All candidates, whether from government or 
private institutions, must distinctly understand, 
that mere insertion in the returns will by uo means 
be a sure passport to employment, since the pre- 
ference must depend upon other qualifications, as 
well as upon literary and scienufic acquirements, 
and good moral conduct. 

9, ‘Lhe following is the system of exawination 
adopted, and the standard of the Senior Euglish 
Scholarships referred to i rule z. 

Sets of questions on the various branches of 
study will be prepared under the direction of the 
Couneil of Education, who will likewise fix, with- 
in a reasonable time beforehand, the days on which 
the examinations sball be held. 


The students shall be assembled in a room with- 
out books, papers, or references of any kind. They 
shall not be allowed to communicate with each 
other during the examination, and on that account 


shall be placed at a proper distance from each | 


other. 

They will be required to answer the questions 
and to write the essays without any assistance 
whatever, and to ensure this, one of the members 
of the Council of Education will remain in the 
room, and superintend the whole examination. 


Any attempt at, or practice of, unfair means, 
shall subject the offender to exclusion from the 
examination, as well as from the returus of the 
Council, and thereby render him ineligible for 
Government employment. 

The Council of Education will fix an uniform 
standard of value for each question according to 
its importance: a perfectly correct and complete 
answer will obtain the full number of marks ar- 
tached to the question, an imperfect answer will 
obtain a part only of the full number, in propor- 
tion to its approximation to correctness and com- 
pleteness. At least 50 per cent. of the aggregate 
number of marks attached to an entire set of ex- 
amination questions, will be necessary to entitle a 
student to a senior scholarship. 

The following are the qualifications for the 
Senior English Scholarships:-— 

The candidate must compose a 
fair English Essay. 

He must know the leading facts of Universal 
History. History, with special reference to

He must have a knowledge of Algebra as treat- 
ed of in Peacock’s work on the 
subject, and in the Chapter on 
Chances in Wooa’s Algebra. OF Euclid he must 
know the first four books, the fifth definition of 
the 5th book, the 6th book, and 21 propositions of 
the 1ith book: Plane and Spherical ‘Trigonome- 
try (Hiud’s, Snowball’s or Woodhouse’s) and Conic

It is hereby enacted, that it shall be Jawrul for 
the Governor General of India in Council in his 
executive capacity to authorize the Governor of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
to receive in the said Settlements, and the Resi- 
dent Councillors of Prince of Wales’ Island, 
Singapore and Malacca, to receive in each of the 
said Settlements respectively, Convicts who have 
been duly sentenced to transportation by any 
competent Oourt in Her Majesty’s Settlement 
of Hong Kong, and that every such Convict 


when so received at any such place, shall be liable 
to all such and the same Laws, Rules and Regu- 
lations as are or shall be in force in any such place 
with respect to Convicts transported from any 
place within the Territories subject to the Govern- 
ment of the East India Company.

An Act for curing the invalidity in the regrstration 
of Deeds arising from the fact of having been 
registered by persons not duly appointed or on other 
than Court days. 





Whereas instances have occurred of persons 
exercising the office of Register of Deeds who 
have not been duly appointed, and whereas in some 
cases registration of Deeds has been made on 
other than Court days, that is on days other than 
those on which the Zillah or City Court has been 
open for business, and doubts may therefore arise 
as to whether the registration of any Deed regis- 
tered by such persons not duly appointed, or re- 
gistered on other than a Court day, is valid in law: 


I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that acts 
which may have been done in that capacity in any 
Zillah, subject to the Presidency of Bengal, by 
persons who have had charge of the office of Re- 
gister of Deeds without being duly appointed +o 
the agid office, shall be and shall be taken to have 
always been as valid in law as such acts would 
have been if the said persons had been duly ap- 
pointed to have charge of the said office. 


Il. And itis enacted, that all acts which may 
have been done ou other than Court days by the 
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Register of Deeds, or by the person having eharge 
of the office without being duly appointed in any 
Zallah subject to the Presidency of Bengal, shall 
be and shall be taken to have always been as valid 
in law as such acts would have been if they had 
been done on a Court day. 

Ordered, that the Draft now read be published 
for general information.

Fort William, \V3th Anqust, 1847.—No. 244 of 
1847.—The Hon’ble the President of the Council 
of India in Council, with the concurrence of the 
Right Hlon’ble the Governor General, is pleased 
to notify, that no European Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier is entitled to retire on a Pension, 
after a service of 21 years, while under an unex- 
pired contract for further service, and therefore 
men who re-enlist on a Bounty tor a specified 
term, will be required to complete their contract 
of service, before they will be allowed to take 
their Pension. 


Government, however, will not withhold from 
men so circumstanced, the option of retiring upon 
the condition of their refunding a proportionate 
amount of the Bounty received, and in such cases 
the sum refunded is to be placed to the credit of 
Government with the Pay Master, whose receipt 
for the same is to be attached to the usual docu- 
ments, submitted with applications for permission 
to retire on a Pension, and to be considered as a 
release of the unexpired portion of the contract 
entered into, on re-enlistment. 


The Bounty to be refunded is to be in propor- 
tion to the number of whole years of service un- 
performed, no refund will be required for periods 
of less than a year, and men wishing to take their 
Pensions, will be allowed to du sv, although their 
contracted periods of service are unexpired by 
any period less than 365 days. 


Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers after 
completing their 20th year service, will, in future, 
also be allowed the option of re-enlisting for one 
year on a Bounty of Rupees (16) Sixteen, in order 
that their Sree of 21 years’ service, may expire 
simultaneously with the period for which Bounty 
is granted.

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, J have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded.on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they ahould request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether

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they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Expreas. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J] not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall fee! much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
1 Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as chey 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked, 

5th—The new rule limits the weight of a 


.Newspaper to 3 folus, but, if that were acted up to, 


the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. J have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
] receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

ral information : 


Memorandum regarding Daks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Polittcal Agency. 


July Qtst 1847. 


1. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
l or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of } or 2 
Mussalchies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company's Currency,) per ile, 
English. 

2. On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopaul authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other. The distances are 
respectively. 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to Tuppa 67, and Bhopau! 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles. The distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore is reckoned at 21 
miles. 

3. Should a traveller be detained for legs 
than 24 hours, no demuriage will be charged ; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and so for the 3d day, &c., 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency,) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per manu, beyond the first day. 


4, As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at ‘Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man emploved  re- 
ceiving 4 anuas (Conipany’s Currency,) for the 
extra sfage. 

5. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dak, as the ma- 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul.

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacea, the Steamer 
only goimg on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca 1s mure 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distinc. 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 

To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 


One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be oceupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
secoud Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen 
Rupees Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passenyers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gewahultee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance. 

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the same as above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
cessary for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases 
and all other packages, as cases of Millinery, Sad- 
dlery, Glass and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, will be stowed in another part of 
the vessel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 25 
cubic feet, be charged for at half the established 
rate of Freight; all in excess of balf a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Freight.

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Deck Passengers are allowed one Roll of Bed- 
ding 2 feet wide, and a box of six cubic feet solid 
contents. 

A Vable is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com- 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dimming Room, and all 
Refreshments required between the regular meals 
of Breakfast at 4 past 8 Biscuit. &e. at noon, 
Dinner at 3 p. am. and Tea and Coffee in the ever- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are prow 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge 18 
made for Christian Servants, 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying a r&te of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food, 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change tn the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or lreight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended fox shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and Four, Sundays, Christmas Days, and Good 
Fridays excepted. 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless 
they be addressed toa resident at the placa at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats. 
‘The direction must be marked on something not 
liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which 
it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be lable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be responsible for any 
damage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of those belong- 
ing to the vessel. 

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ac- 
companied by a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidange of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
petsons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed, ¢he Government is not resnonsible for 
such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the goods after 
the delivery of the same ta the Consignee or to his 
order, whether such Consignee be the Steam Agent or 
any other person. Goods intended for the final 
station, if not applied for within 24 hours after the 
Boat’s arrival there, will be delivered to the Steam 
Agent at the risk of the shipper. 

Freight on all Packages, excepting Treasure 
laden in Calcutta, or for which tonnage is reserved 
in Calcutta, and which do not exceed in weight 
ne per cubic foot, will be charged by the cubic 
oot.

Memorandum regarding Duks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Putitteut Agency. 


July Q'st 1847. 


1. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
l or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of t or 2 
Mussaleties, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company's Currency,) per mile, 
English. 

#. On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
‘the Bhopaul authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and ‘Fuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on- the other, ‘The distances are 
respectively, 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to ‘Puppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshunguabad 16 miles. ‘Uhe distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore ig reckoned at 21 
miles. 

3. Should a traveller be detained for less 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged ; 1f he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and so for the 3d day, xc, 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency.) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per man, beyond the first day. 


i. As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed ic- 
ceising 4 annas (Company’s Cutrency,) for the 
extra stage, 

&. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dah. as the ma. 
jority of the bearers have tu be sent to their tes- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 

6. No Daks can be Jaid ag a rule on other 
roads, but every endeavour will be made to accum- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

Au Accommodation o: a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamei 
only going on to Gowabattee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca Is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference m the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, accoiding to prioity of 
application. 


‘To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttoe One Uundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of I'wenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for inte:me- 
diate distances will be rated, 


One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per nile. or Eighteen 

pees ‘I'welve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers wil! pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance. 

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the same aa above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
cessary for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases 
and all other packages, as cages of Millinery, Sad- 
dlery, Glags and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, will be stowed in another part of 
the vessel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 25 
cubic feet, be charged for at half the established 
rate of Freight; all in excess of half a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Freight.

A ‘Table is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com- 
mandel, are charged at regulated prices, of whieh 
a list 13 exhibited in the Dintsg Room, and all 
Refreshments required between the regular meale 
of Breakfast at 4 past 8, Biscuit, &e. at noon, 
Dinner at 3 p.m, and Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants. 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tlonal charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
size Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it 

‘Tbe despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and tf any change in the Boats oceurs, Accommo- 
dation or L'reight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted, 


Of Lreight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Bots must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and Lou, Sundays, Chiistmas Days, and Good 
Iridays excepted 

Goods will not be received for shipment unlesa 


they be addressed toa resident at the place at’ 


which they are to be delivered from the Boats. 
The duection must be marked on something not 
liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which 
it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be hable to the above objection. 

‘The Boat Office will not be responsible for any 
damage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of thoge belong- 
ing to the veseel. 

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ae- 
companied by a note, with suitable direction for: 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad-~ 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed, the Government 18 not responsible. for 
such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the goods after 
the delivery of the same ta the Consignee or to his 
order, whether such Consignee be the Steam Agent or 
any other person, Goods intended for the final 
station, if not applied for within 24 hours after the 
Boat’s arrival there, will be delivered to the Steam 
Agent at the risk of the shipper.
